KINP.ST IX AMERICA
The Crawford Washington, standing

in the Capitol Square at Richmond, has
been ranked by competent art critics
as tho finest equestrian statuo In
America, and the second finest in the jworld. It was erected partly by pub¬
lic subscription and more largely by
appropriation of tlio Sate of Virginia
nt a total cost of §200,000. The com¬
mission for the work was given to
Thomas Crawford in 1S4!* for an eques¬
trian figure of "Washington surrounded
by lu role figures of Patrick H* wry,
George Mason. Thomas .leffersou.' .iohn
Marshall. Thomas Nelson and* Andrew
Licwis., Crawford co}n;>»c'ted the statue
itself and th<- figures of Henry and
Jefferson before his death in 1857.
Randolph Rogers completed the work,
and the monument was unveiled Feb¬
ruary 22. 18"»S. before what is said to
have boon the largest assemblage of
people ever seen In Richmond. The
total elevation of the monum<njt, from
the ground to the top of Wasmngton's
chapo.au, is sixty feet three Inches.
Tho height of horse and rider is
twenty feet three inches.

At the last session -if the General
Assembly permission was given for the
manufacture and sale of replicas of
the lloudon marble tlgure of Washing¬
ton. since which act small bron/.o
models of that famous figure hnve been
distributed broadcast, but, so far as
could be learned, no permission has
ever been given by the State for any
copy being made of the equestriantip ure.

"Nor will it," Mr. Pollard continues,

"prevent the Soutlislde Water and
Sewerage Corporation from collecting
from the own era or their tenants the
compensation agreed to he paid to auch
company hy such persons as are. water
takers, and such as are using' tho sow¬
ers installed by the company In the
streets or alleys of Woodland Heights,
so long us they continue to use water
and sewera nre from' the company.
.The city of Richmond may, In the

exorcise of its police power, proceed
without any limitation whatever to In¬
stall sewers, water and gas mains,
erect poles or authorize tho erection
of poles and*"conduits In tho streets
and alleys of said suburb; and If the
city deems that the public health or
safety c\f persons or property within
the citv demand^, it may require the
property owners now using the wator
pipes, sower or gas pipes of the South-
sidu Water and Sewerage Corporation,
to connect with its own public utili¬
ties mil us© tho same."

Mr. Pollard assorts further the right
of the city to acquire the Installations
owned by the. Soutlislde company bypurchase"* or condemnation, and to use
tliem in furnishing water and sewor-
age to the occupants of lots In Wood-
land*Heights upon tho same terms and
conditions that It furnishes such utll-
itle* in other parts of tho city.
jCITY CAN CHANGE

1,0CATION OF MAINS
The city can also, Mr. Pollard holds,

change the location of tho present
water mfiins and sowers, If such
changes are made necessary by thd
grading of streets or by the installa¬
tion of water or sower pipeB by tho
clj.y itself.

In a third opinion submitted to tho
board yesterday, Mr. Pollard gives hisadvice on the offer of the Norwood
Sewer and Water Corporation to sell
to tlie city for $35,000 its sewerage
rights and installations in tho north-
or 11 suburb*-.
"In :ny judgment," Mr. Pollard ad¬

vises. "it will ho time enough for the
city to tal<e tip the question of the
purchase of the system whon the sur¬
veys of the annexed territory have
been made and tlio definite lines of the
streets and alleys established, the do¬
ing of which, 1 am advised, will con¬
sume not lees than one year and prob¬
ably more, and when thereafter tho
grades of the streets in which the
sewers of the company aro located
have I^octi established.

"It goes without saying that the
'value of the sewers must largely de-
penci upon their location, with refer¬
ence to the grades of tho streets,
('ntll this.is done it seems to me that
it is next to Impossible for any re¬
liable estimate of the value of the
property to be made, so as to enable
you to recommend to the Council the
real value of the property proposed ,bytlie company to be sold to the city.''

CITY SECUBES GROUP
RATE ON CURRENT USED

Administrative Board Effects Large
Saving Through New Ar¬

rangement.

PLAN UNFAIR, SAYS TRAFJPOfctD

Board Disregards Objections of Head
of City Plant and' Seeks Electric
Power on Same Terms as Are
tilven to Corporations.
The Administrative 'Board yesterday

adopted a resolution directing the Vir¬
ginia Railway and Power Company, In
conformity with an offer made to tho
board, to group its charges for current
used in the Boveral municipal bulld-
iriKS. and In the future submit' the
bill for tho aggregate amount of cur¬
rent to. the board, instead of to the
separate departments.
As the result of this consolidation,

the city will receive the benefit of the
discount allowed to large consumers.
The company allows a graduated rate
of discount, varying directly with the
amount of current consumed. It is
expetced that the city will save $2,000
annually as the result of the grouping.
Superintendent Trafford, of tho City

Electric Plant! reporting on the power
company's offer to glVe*the city a group
rate on its current, recommended the
rejection of the. offer on the ground
that the city should not . for a small
financial gain accept an advantage
.which he believed to bA "unfair, prefer¬
ential and discriminatory,". In that it
grants the privilege of grouping the
consumption at many scattered build¬
ings, and obtained the same rate as If
tho whole were consumed in a single
building.a privilege which, ho said,
was denied to other userB of electricity
in tho city.
The board did not regard Mr. Traf-

ford's objoctlon us sound, folding that
a graduated rate for large users, even
if the points of consumption are scat¬
tered, was a legitimate trade device.
.Such a rate, it was pointed out, was
allowed the railroad companies, which
are large users of current, and dl»-
trlbuted along -their right of way at
many points in' the city.

LIEBLER COMPANY GOES
INTO RECEIVERS' HANDS

Contractu M.pde Ileforo Enropeea War
Said to Hnvf Cost Enor-

moufi Sum*.

NEW YORK, December 4,.The- Lieb-

ler Company, Xo. 431 Fourth Avenue,
which has supplied Mew York and other
.Wnerlcan cities many sumptuous and
enjoyable theatrical entertainments,
went into bankruptcy in the Federal
Court hero to-day.

It was said In tho company's behalf
<that It made contracts before the Eu-»
ropean war which cost it enormously.
It was asserted, too, that the present
production of the 'Oarden of Paradise"
at the Park Theatre, and othor new

plays given this season, depleted the
treasury.

tAIl theatrical performances financed
by the theatrical firm will be con¬
tinued.

It was claimed in court that tho
liabilities are $326,000 against assets of
$800,000. .

The company's lawyers in
Chicago asserted that the assets are

$1,000,000, and that . the suit was

brought in a friendly way by tho firm's
smaller creditors. Harry Askln, of
Chicago, has a claim of $1,000 "for
money loaned and services rendered."
Judge Hough appointed Irving M.

Dettcnhoefer receiver of the company,
with power to continue the business
for sixty days.

Dun's Trade Rotlpw.
NEW YOKK, December 4.-Uun's review

¦will «uy to-morrow:
Notable expansion In exports and rapid

rehabilitation of the financial markets con¬
tinue to bo tho distinctive features of the
business situation. Domestic trade still
lugs, but Indication of improvement In vn-
rloiiH directions still appear.
While Iho iron and eteol Industry lias not

responded an rapidly as oxpected to the
c;nlckenl:ifr Influence of increased confidence
und easier money, signs of reviving activity
are clearly apparent, und sentiment Is
much more hopeful. The railroads, as a
result of drastic economies, are obliged to
reduco their purchases of rails and other
supplies to a minimum, and thin loss of bus¬
iness to numcrotfs branches of industry is a
drawback to the restoration of normal con¬
ditions. Tho rate decision. It Is anticipated,
may be rendered this month .and. In the
meantime, rsilroad traffic In greatly reduced
gross earnings in threo weeks of November,
showing u decline from last year of 13.01 par
cent. The textile trades ore In spotH active
uh the result of foreign war orders, but do-*
mestlc distribution is still restricted; spring
orders, however, uro coining In. with tho
best reports received from tho agricultural
sections of the West. The scarcity of dye-
stuffs has been slightly relieved by the ar¬
rival of another cargo from Germany, but It
still remains a material check upon busi¬
ness. The weather nfleets In various de¬
grees retail fllatrlhutlon. and Is for the mo¬
ment a (.^pressing Influence in the shoe
trade, which, however, Is greatly aided by
war contracts. There la a continued heavy
export dotnand for wheat.
Tho supreme event of the week has been

the signal success which has attended the
opening of the New York Stock Exchange
for dealings in bonds, there being no signs
of forcoil liquidation. This Improves the
prospect of an early resumption of stock
trading.
Tho Chicago and Philadelphia Stock Ex¬

changes have also opened, and there are
negotiations for the opening this month
of tbe l.ondon Stock Exchange. The New
York Coffno Exchnngo has likewise resumed
business, and in other directions there is a.
return to normal conditions.

TO FINISH NAVAL DRY DOCK
Daniel* Anrnrds Contract for Work at

l'enrl Harber, Ilarvnlt.

WASHINGTON, December 4..Secre¬
tary Daniels announced to-day that a
supplemental contract has been signed
with the San Francisco Bridge Com¬
pany, calling: for completion of the
great naval dry dock at Pari Harbor.
Hawaii, by July 1, 1018. Work on the
dock wan suspended nearly two years
ago, when the bottom heaved. The
new contract calls for completion at
a cost of $l.?Gl,350, which Is $238,650
less than amount made .available by
'Congress.

The basin, according to tho new de¬
sign, will be considerably larger than
originally contemplated. The total cost
now will be J4.4 42.H5, exclusive of the
cost of caissons, pumping plant and
other features provided by the gov¬
ernment.

tho existIng form of city governmentin Petersburg, made up their report,with recommendations, and submitted
it to the board of governors of thei
Chamber of Commerce. The board met
last night and unanimously approvedthe report and recommendations.
The committee expresses the conclu-

sion: Klrst, that tho plan described
in the Virginia law of March 13, 1914,;In the "city manager plan" Is tho form
of simplified city government that will
be most responsive to the deHires of
all the people of Petersburg, and tho
one that will return tho greatest bene¬
fits to the city.

Second, that the organization of the
city manager government for Peters¬
burg. briefly stated, embraces, as au-
thorized by law, a legislative and sup-ervisory commission, or council, who
shall be elected from the city at largefor terms of four years each, they shall
receive nominal salaries nnd, with the
exception of thoso city ofllclals whoso
election by popular vote Is expresslyrequired by the constitution of Vir¬
ginia, the members of this council
shall be tho only electlvo officers of
tho city. The executive and adminis¬
trative powers of tho City, including
the appointment of officials and em¬
ployes. subject to an affective and im-
partial civil service to bo vested in a
single official to be known as the "city
manager," who shall bo employed,
either from tho city. If a suitable man
can be found, or from the country at
large, by tho council which shall, fix
his salary and exercise supervisory
control over his work and which shall
have the power to remove him at pleas¬
ure.
Third. The committee requests the

Chamber of Commerce to organize
without delay a Bpeelal committee for
the purpose of conducting an educa-
tional campaign in Petersburg in the
interest of such simplified form of city
novernment, and that sufficient funds
be provided for conducting tho cam-
paign. I
The board of governors of the cham¬

ber is in earnest about this work, and
the campaign of education, as recom¬
mended by the committee, will be in-
augurated at once and pressed. Tho
board Inst night made an appropriation
to bcKln the campaign. It is believed]that the people, when fully info.-m«.d
on tho subject, will vote for a change
in the-form of government.

they should not be fined and Imprisonedfor contempt of court for falling to de-

In the Circuit Court to restrain the
<'nforcemcnt of a Judgment of the

contempt of the Circuit Court, he would
sustain Mr. Davis's objection and de-
ellne to entertain the motion of Mr.
Minor. The Judge added, howover. that
lie would proceod to the enforcement
of his January, decree of the court's
own motljm. Tn announcing' his final
conclusions Judge West briefly re¬
viewed the proceedings in tho ease as
developed before him. He had finallyreached the conclusion that the properadministration of Justice, tho best In-
terests of the Harrison Street Church
and of the city of Petersburg demanded
that tills litigation come to an end.
He added that therefore an order would
be entered directing a rule to issue!
against the Rev. Ell Tartte Vnd tho

the Canal Zone. In them Burke is
charged with accepting two bribes
totalling nearly *10,000.
The first Indictment charges that

Burke accepted a bribe of $f>.N06 from
Arthur Goldsmith, member of the llan-
over, Germany, firm, for pusslng a con-
sigmncnt of supplies. The sccond ln-
dlctmont alleges that ho accepted it
bribe of ?4.000 from 1'. Canavaggle, a
merchant of Colon, for paHslng wlnos
and other supplies intended for use In
tho Canal Zone...
Burke appeared In the criminal

branch of the United States District
Court and entered pleas of not guilty,
He was required to furnlBh new bonds
of $14,000, which makes the total ball
in his case $38,000. In a dozen or
more indictments Burke is charged
with receiving bribes aggregating
about $21,000.
